WHITE CANE WEEK 

FEBRUARY 7 • 13, IMS 

"Today it i* a compan* oc¬ 
currence to see a Mind man or 
woman walking down tho stroat 
with a white cane," said Mr. 

W. H. Phillips, Chairman of 
the Alberta Division, Canadian 
Council of the Blind. "When 
you meet them on buses, street 
cars, trains and airplanes, you 
know that these capable peo¬ 
ple are sightless and would ap¬ 
preciate a little guidance find¬ 
ing a seat or locating an ad¬ 
dress." 

In his annual message for White 
Cane Week, February 7 to US, 
sponsored by the C.C.B. and The 
Canadian National Institute for the 
Blind, Mr. Phillips pointed out that 
the white cane has had a long 
history. 

The white cane as a symbol of 
the sightless, was first introduced 
in 1921 in Bristol, England. James 
Biggs, a photographer, who tost 
his own sight, thought up the idea 
and found it so successful in te 
district that he started to tell peo¬ 
ple about it. He even wrote to oth¬ 
er countries. Soon lions Clubs in 
Canada and United States became 
interested. 

Through the thirties, inventors 
produced different types of white 
canes. Battery - powered canes, 
wheel-equipped canes and others 
have all made then- appearance 
and been discarded. With the ex¬ 
ception of the folding variety,— 
which fits a purse or pocket—the 
original simple white cane has 
proved the most serviceable. 

In 1981 strips of reflector tape 
were attached to the cane as a 
safety measure. Uve tape lights up 
brightly in the flash of an auto 
light and warns the driver. 

"Today you arc to usod te 
meeting the Mind travelling 
through traffic that you are 
apt to forget that your personal 
interest is still the chief factor 
in their modern independence," 
Mr. Phillips said. "Per this 
reason wo have revived an oM 
them# 'Let the White Cane In¬ 
troduce Us'.

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The government of Alberta apparently 
thinks the good people of that province can't 
have their minds contaminated by printed 
matter so long as those responsible for pub¬ 
lishing it are not residents of Alberta. At least 
that is the conclusion one must draw from an 
order-in-council, passed in Edmonton last 
week. 

For years there has been a law in Alberta 
against advertising alcohol beverages in pub¬ 
lications printed in that province, but this 
edict has never had any control over the flood 
of such advertising which pours into every Al¬ 
berta home in countless publications, which 
are printed elsewhere and sold in Alberta. 

Recently the publishers of the Financial 
Post of Toronto, made an arrangement to 
have duplicate copies of the Financial Post 
printed at Calgary for distribution to subscrib¬ 
ers in the western provinces. This was a hap¬ 
py arrangement which speeded up delivery, 
and reduced delivery costs, but it met one 
stumbling block in the form of Alberta's law 
against liquor advertising. The publishers 
of the Financial Post were evidently not will¬ 
ing to drop such advertising from the paper 
so the deal stood or fell on whether or not the 
law could be changed. 

It would be unfair to suggest that the 
government was in any way influenced by the 
fact that the Alberta company which wished 
to print the Financial Post has always been 
warm and friendly to the Manning govern¬ 
ment. In any case, the week's order-in-coun¬ 
cil changed the law just enough so that the 
Financial Post with all its liquor advertising 
may be printed in Calgary and sold through¬ 
out the province. 

The chairmarv-of the Liquor Control 
Board is quoted as saying that without the 
new regulation the Financial Post would have 
been penalized under the act. The key word 
here is "penalized". 

The magazines and weekly and daily 
newspapers of Alberta continue to be penal¬ 
ized simply because they originate in Alberta 
instead of Toronto or some place else. Any 
appraisal of this situation can only term it the 
rankest form of discrimination. 

It is strange that the laws of Alberta 
should so blatantly discriminate against the 
publishing enterprises of that province while 
protecting ventures of outsiders invading Al¬ 
berta to do business. 

There are times when the law is an ass.

Secondary Industry 
And Employment 
Opportunities 

The Federal government has a 
real desire to assist in the expan¬ 
sion and development of second¬ 
ary industry in Canada. 

An examination of major fact¬ 
ors which have shaped Canada’s 
industrial pattern and affected the 
growth of secondary industry con¬ 
cluded that the answer to unem¬ 
ployment and balance of payment 
problems could be found in the 
development and growth of do¬ 
mestic industry. 

Primary industry had been pro¬ 
vided with the services of the De¬ 
partment of Mines, Agriculture, 
Fisheries and Forestry, but no 
similar facilities were available to 
manufacturing; nor was govern¬ 
ment-industrial liaison proving to 
be as effective as could be wished. 

To overcome these, and other 
problems, the Department of In¬ 
dustry was created to promote the 
establishment, growth and im¬ 
provement of Canada's manufact¬ 
uring industries. Its aims were 
three-fold: 

—To assist in the adaptation of 
Industries to changing conditions 
in domestic and export markets 
and to changes in technique and 
production; 

—To assist manufacturing indust¬ 
ries that require special meas¬ 
ures to develop an unrealized po¬ 
tential or to cope with except¬ 
ional problems of adjustment; 
-To promote the development end 
use of modem technology m Can¬ 


ada and improve the effective¬ 
ness of the participation by the 
government in industrial re¬ 
search. 

To provide for specialized con¬ 
sideration of the needs of the 
main segments of secondary in¬ 
dustry, ten branches were set up 
within the Department. These are 
Aircraft, Chemicals, Clothing and 
Textiles, Electrical and Electron¬ 
ics, Food Products, Machinery, 
Materials, Mechanical Transport, 
Shipbuilding and Wood Products. 

Within these ten branches are 33 
divisions, each covering a major 
segment of an industrial group 
and directing its attention to one 
type of industry. 

The branches embarked on a 
program of detailed studies of the 
problems faced by the varying 
sectors of Industry. As the studies 
progressed and greater familiarity 
was gained with existing problems, 
the department recommended spe¬ 
cific action prog-ams to the gov¬ 
ernment. 

However from the outset the gov¬ 
ernment realized that government¬ 
al assistance to industry was not 
all that was required. 

Some areas in Canada have tag 
suffered from high unemployment 
and slow economic growth. Some 
form of incentive was required to 
induce new and Ax paawtiwg industry 
to establish bases Of operations in 
these areas to help bring about 
greater enenomic balance and as¬ 
sist in raising the standard of liv¬ 
ing name in line with the level en¬ 
joyed fay the more highly indust-

With reports incomplete; the Ca¬ 
nadian Hghiway Safety Council 
estimates tSe 1984 boll of human 
life on Canada’s highways as 4500, 
with more than 130,000 people in¬ 
jured. 

“Normal progression established 
over the last decade,” stated CHSC 
“indicates a traffic death toll in 
1966 of 4800, accompanied by 140,- 
000 people injured and an eco¬ 
nomic loss to the nation of half 
a billion dollars.” 

W. Arch Bryce, Council execu¬ 
tive director, in a year-end estate- 
ment, said, “The motor car served 
Canadians well in 1964. More than 
seven million licensed drivers 
could so testify. Of those, 6,000,000 
drove with credit to themselves 
and with consideration for others.” 

Mr. Bryce believed the price 
paid on our roads and streets was 
high, much higher than necessary. 

“As we enter 1965 we can be 
sure that greater use than ever 
will be made a' the motor vehicle. 
More than 300,000 new teen-age 
drivers will seek licences and min¬ 
gle with the stream of seasoned 
drivers. Senior drivers past 65 


years of age, pensioned and with 
leisure, will remain on our roads in 
increasing numbers. 1 ’ 

M. Bryce termed death and in¬ 
jury 'in road traffic “a tragic 
waste”. He indicated nation-wide 
plahs to' slash Canada’s .road toll. 

In co-operation with provincial 
and local safety organizations, 
CHSC intends to take drastic steps 
to stem the steady, apparently in¬ 
evitable sapping of the life blood 
of the nation, he reported. “The 
objective is to reduce the rising 
death toll by 500 lives, not only to 
hold the accident rate at its pres¬ 
ent frightening level, but to reduce 
it.” 

Efficient handling of the prob¬ 
lem, like any other practical busi¬ 
ness, industrial or social problem, 
depended on education—the young, 
the old, the driver, the pedestrian. 
Enforcement—control and direction 
of the driver and pedestrian. En¬ 
gineering — safer vehicles, safer 
roads, satisfactory signing and sig¬ 
nalling. 

Mr. Bryce said: "Industry has 
proven that great factories can 
complete millions of hours with¬ 
out a single loss-time accident. 
Must society, with the individual 
responsible for his own safety, 
prove less reasonable? Perhaps 


we don't really care, soma ef 
us, whether we live or die. Per¬ 
haps we still think that ours is 
a charmed Ufa. The accident will 
happen to someone el sal 
“If, in 1965, we can strive to 
remain alive and to'prevent harin' 
coming to other* because of our 
carelessness, the goal of the Coun¬ 
cil in saving lives wil be assured.’

Income Tax Forms 
To Be Mailed Direct 

The massive miailingjof six and a 
half million income tax forms di¬ 
rect to taxpayers is scheduled to 
begin on January 8bh. This is a 
new method of distributing tax 
forms according to an announce¬ 
ment from the Department of Na¬ 
tional Revenue. 

In addition, farmers and fisher¬ 
men, for whom a special “Farm¬ 
ers' and Fishermen’s Guide” is 
printed, will be receiving these 
about one week before they get 
their tax forms. 

Every taxpayer who filed last 
year will receive a “personalized” 
tax form with his own name, ad¬ 
dress and identification number, 
together with an extra copy to 
keep for his own records. Included 


will be a tax guide, a brochure ex¬ 
plaining the new procedure and a 
return envelope. 

Taxpayer* should begin receiv¬ 
ing their forms in Prince Edward 
Island, Nova Scotia and New 
Brunswick beginning January 12; 
in Newfoundland beginning Janu¬ 
ary 15; in British Columbia, Al¬ 
berta, the Yukon, Saskatchewan 
and Manitoba beginning January 
18; in Quebec beginning January 
15 (Montreal area beginning Jan¬ 
uary 18), and in Ontario beginning 
January 19 (Toronto and Hamilton 
areas beginning January 25). 

In the past, employee taxpayers 
get their forms from their em¬ 
ployers. Self-employed people, in¬ 
cluding farmers and fishermen, 
picked up their forms at post of¬ 
fices. 

New taxpayers, taxpayers who 
spoil their “personalized” returns 
or who do not receive them be¬ 
cause they may have moved dur¬ 
ing the year, may get extra forms 
at their local post office or district 
Taxation offices.

Hie successors to both were 
named Johnson, were Southern 
Democrats and were former Sena¬ 
tors. Andrew Johnson was born in 
1808; Lyndon Johnson in 1908. 

Lincoln and Kennedy both were 
shot on Friday, both behind and 
both in the head. The wives of both 
were with them when they were 
shot. 

John Wilkes Booth was born in 
1839; Lee Harvey Oswald, in 1938 
Booth shot Lincoln in a theatre and 
ran to a warehouse. Oswald shot 
Kennedy from a warehouse and 
ran to a theatre. 

Lincoln’s secretary, whose name 
was Kennedy, had advised him 
not to go to the theatre. Kennedy’s 
secretary, whose name was Lin¬ 
coln, had advised him against go¬ 
ing to Dallas. 

The names Lincoln and Kennedy 
each contain seven tetters. The 
names Andrew Johnson and Lyn¬ 
don Johnson each contain 13 let¬ 
ters. The names John Wilkes Booth 
and Lee Harvey Oswald each con¬ 
tain 15 tetters. 

Neither Booth nor Oswald ever 
faced trial for the assassination of 
the presidents. 

The Republican candidate in 
the election following the end of 
Lincoln’s term, was a general, 
whose last name began with the 
letter G.

Our large country, with a small popula¬ 
tion, has special problems. We retain our 
identity at some considerable expense. We 
built a transportation system to link East and 
West. It is the envy of the world. We devel¬ 
oped a broadcasting system even more costly, 
but it has served our purpose. 

We now have another problem. Our Ca¬ 
nadian publications are unable to compete 
with the so-called "Canadian" editions of 
American magazines, particularly Time and 
Reader's Digest. 

Those two magazines are excellent, but 
they lap up so many Canadian advertising 
dollars that our own publications go hungry. 

Three years ago the O'Leary Commission 
came up with a solution to this problem. It 
was a sensible solution in that it would not 
put the government into publishing, nor stop 
American magazines from coming in. The 
recommendation was simply that Canadian 
advertisers in such editions would not be able 
to claim such advertising as a business ex¬ 
pense. Thus they would be encouraged to 
spend their advertising dollars in Canadian 
media to reach Canadian readers. 

Why has Ottawa not acted? 

Rumor has jt that the U. S. State Depart¬ 
ment has pressured Ottawa to ignore the 
problem, or, if it does act, to exempt the two 
big magazines already published in Canada. 

Unless Prime Minister Pearson is inordin¬ 
ately eager to be curly-haired boy with the 
State Department, my guess is he will make 
no exemptions whatever. I believe he will 
have the courage to implement the O'Leary 
recommendation and give Canadian publica¬ 
tions the assist they need to survive. 

Canadians have traditionally made such 
tough choices in the past, and I am convinced 
they will do so again.
